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FOREWORD 


In  the  introduction  to  William  Byrd’s  “Psalmes,  Sonets  and  Songs,”  published 
in  1588,  he  said:  “There  is  not  any  Musicke  of  instruments  whatsoever,  compa¬ 
rable  to  that  which  is  made  of  the  voyces  of  Men,  where  the  voyces  are  good,  &  the 
same  well  sorted  and  ordered.”  Boys  of  grammar-  and  high-school  age,  however, 
in  the  effort  to  sing  like  men,  only  sing  soprano  an  octave  lower.  Then  is  the 
opportune  time  for  unchanged  or  changing  boy  voices  to  be  heard  to  advantage  in 
the  tenor  parts  in  four- voiced  compositions  as  arranged  in  "The  Apollo  Song  Book 
for  Male  Voices.” 

This  book  is  intended  for  boys’  schools,  colleges,  and  glee  clubs,  and  the  music 
has  been  adapted  or  arranged  to  meet  their  needs. 

In  most  cases  it  will  be  found  that  boys  can  sing  throughout  the  more  or  less 
trying  period  of  voice  mutation  without  ill  effects,  if  the  music  they  sing  is  properly 
arranged  and  within  their  limitations.  Providing  for  boys  whose  voices  have  not 
changed  as  well  as  for  those  who  have  passed  the  voice-mutation  period,  the  authors 
have  avoided  the  usual  direction  “Sing  an  octave  lower  than  written”  by  so  arrang¬ 
ing  the  parts  that  they  may  be  sung  in  the  exact  octave  and  key  as  written.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  important  and  helpful  features  of  the  book. 

Voices  should  be  tested  individually,  and  each  student  should  be  assigned  to  a 
permanent  seat  in  the  chorus.  If  at  any  time  the  part  assigned  is  found  to  be 
beyond  the  student’s  range,  he  should  report  to  the  director  or  teacher  and  have 
another  place  assigned  to  him  in  the  chorus.  Changes  of  this  sort  may  be  expected 
to  occur  frequently,  especially  among  the  tenors,  and  vigilance  is  urged  upon  the 
director. 

Male- voice  effects  will  result  by  assigning  to  the  first-tenor  part  (Tenor  I)

The  majority  of  boys’  voices  after  mutation  are  baritone,  with  a  probable  com¬ 
pass  of _ and  these  should  sing  first  bass  (Bass  I).  This  part  is  im¬ 
portant,  singing  frequently  as  a  second  part  to  the  first  tenor,  and 
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compensating,  by  its  more  mature  quality,  for  lack  of  thickness  in  the  tenor.  Because 
of  the  larger  number  of  voices  in  the  first-bass  section,  care  must  be  exercised  to 
provide  against  overbalance. 

It  is  fortunate  that  relatively  few  voices  are  needed  on  the  second  bass  (Bass  II), 
for  genuine  bass  voices  among  students  are  not  common.  While  not  only  the  com¬ 
pass  but  the  quality  of  the  voice  should  guide  in  the  assignment  of 

parts,  students  having  a  compass  of  and  lower  may  safely  be  placed  in 

the  second  bass.
